x MONG the ſeveral Plagues and Judgments that the 
[\ Almighty God is pleaſed to viſit and puniſh Mankind 
with, for their enormous Sins and Diſobedience, that of 
EARTHQUAKES may be accounted the moſt dreadful and 
tremendous, which in the Twinkling of an Eye ſwalloweth 
vp thouſands of People of all Qualities, Ages and Sexes ; with 
the moſt magnificent and ſtately Edifices that Pride, Ambition, 
and the Power of Man can raiſe. How aftoniſhing (ſaith a 
learned Divine) are the fearful Effects Which Earchquakes 
have produced in all Ages? As we may find in Hiſtories and 
Philoſophical Diſcourſes. In all, we may read of Rocks torn 
in Pieces; Mountains not only caſt down, but removed ; Hills 
raiſed, not only out of Vallies, but out of Seas; Fires breaking _ 
out of Waters; Stones and Cinders belched up; Rivers chang- 
ed; Seas diflodg'd ; Earth opening; Cities and Towns ſwal- 
low'd up; and many other ſuch hideous Events: And all to 
convince finful Man of the Greatneſs and Power of the ſupream 
Creator, and how vain it is to value themſelves upon any mun- 
dane Enjoyments. 

Fear chills our Hearts; what Heart can fear diſſemble, 

When Steeples ſtagger, and huge Mountains tremble. 

A late very aſtoniſhing Inſtance we had at London, and Parts 
adjacent. But before I proceed to give a Relation of ſome In- 
ſtances of this Kind, it is neceſſary to ſhew the Phyſical Cauſes 
of theſe dreadful Concuſſions of the Earth: As is aſſign'd by 
Philoſophers. 

1. Earthquakes are of three kinds: Inclination ; Pulſation; 
and Tremulous. When the Earth vibrates from right to left, 
it is accounted of the firſt kind; when the Earth bents up and 
down: like an Artery, of the ſecond; and when the Earth 
ſhakes and quivers every way like a Flame, it is of the laſt ; 
which was our late Inftance at London. h 
2. With reſpect to the natural Cauſe of theſe dreadful Phe. 
nomena's, the Baſis and true Hypotheſis is; be K 
plete with ſulphureous and nitreous Veins, ner 
raneous Caverns, Clefts and Receptac'e: 
ſome with Water, others with Air and

ons: Theſe being rarified and kindled by the ſubterrancous 
Fires, force their Way through hard Bodies with Eruption and 
Exploſion, like a Mine ſprang with Gunpowder cleaving 
the Farth for Vent: Wherfce Subverſion of Hills and Towns do 
follow. If the Matter kindled be ſmall, and the Earth very 
Porous, it preſſes forward with great Rapidity like a continted 
Train of Gunpowder, ſhaking all the adjacent Parts with x 
tremulous Motion, for ſome Hundreds of Miles. As that in 
Peru, that ran from South to North, goo Miles; and in 1601 
an Earthquake reached from Aſia, to the French Shores, ſhak- 
ing ltaly, Hungary, Germany, and all France. Thoſe that 
would ſee a copious Account of the Species of Farthquakes, 
may have recourſe to Pliny, Seneca, Poffidonins, Fromimdus 
and others, but for later and more curious Accounts, See 
Phil. Tranſ. N. 151, 187. 588 
Now I have ſhewed the efficient, material and formal Cau- 
ſes of an Earthquake to be Natural; yet the primary and in- 
fallible Cauſe is from God. And the Final, is the Signification 
of an angry God, moved by the execrable Crimes of a wick- 
ed People, according to that of the Prophet Jeremiah, Chip. 
X. ver. 10. At his Wrath the Earth ſhall: tremble, and the 
Nations ſhall not be able to abide his Indignation. And it is 
wery apparent that many have been ſupernatural, and cauſed by 
the immediate Hand of God, of which we find ſeveral Inſtances 
in Holy Scripture, that we might dread and tremble before 
the Almighty, who needs neither Vapours nor Exhalations 
to execute his Vengeance upon incorrigible Sinners. 
The firſt of this Kind that we read of, was at the Promulga- 
tion of the Law at Mount Sinai, Exodus xix. and ſo on. 
Another is recorded, Numbers xvi. when Korah, Dathan, 
Abiram, &c. aſſembled together againſt Moſes and Aaron. 

A third was when the /rae/ites gained a compleat Victory 
over the Philifiines, as in Samuel I. xiv. ; 

A fourth and terrible one, was in the Days of Uzzia#, King 
of Judab. See Chronicles II. xxvi. This is likewiſe mentioned 
by the Prophets Amos and Zechariah, Chap. xiv. 

The next that is recorded, was at the Death of our bleſſed 
Lord and Saviour, and was an infallible Demonſtration of his 
Deity, and that he was truly the Son of God, as we find in 
St. Matthew, Chap. xxvii. 

We likewiſe read of another ſupernatucal one, at the Re- 
ſurrection of Chriſt, Matibeau xxviii. A. M. 4036.

Lafily, we read of two in the Ads of the Apoiies; Chap. iv. 
ver. 31. The ſecond in Chap. xvii. Theſe are all the Earth- 
quakes I find mentioned in Holy Scripture to have actually 
happened, but there are others {poken of, which may be term- 
ed Metaphorical Earthquakes, and may fignify great Al- 
terations and Mutations in divers States and Kingdoms of the 
World; wherein, by the ſhaking, moving, removing, break- 
ing down and diſſolving the Earth, we may underitand the In- 
habitants of the Earth, and the Puniſhments that God would- 
inflict upon them for their repeated Sins and Provocations. Such 
as theſe we find 7/aiah threatning the Nation of the eas with, 
in Chap. xxiv. of his Prophecy, as likewiſe in the xxixth.

Having given a ſmall Account of the Supernatural and Me- 
taphorical Earthquakes recorded in Holy Writ, I ſhall now 
relate from the beſt Chronologers, in order, ſome remarkable 
and wonderful Earthquakes, and the Conſequents and Cataſ- 
trophes that ſucceeded them. io 
Plato, in his Timeus, mentions a wonderful Earthquake | 
about 600 Years before our Saviour, There was in old | 
Time, without the Straits of Gibraltar, a vaſt Iſland, bigger

Let us humble our- 
felves before the Lord, and reform our Lives and Converſati- 
ons, and ſeek the Lord whilſt he may be found, leſt he ſudden- 


ly appear in Wrath againſt us. For aſſuredly, an Earthquake is 


a Warning from Almighty God, of fome great and ſuperlatite 
Changes and Calamities to enſue, Our bleſſed Saviour tells 
us, in the xxivth Chapter of St. Mathews Goſpel, that near 
unto the End of the World, here ſhall be Earthquakes in di- 
vers laces, and that they are the Beginning of Sorrows ; but 
if we obey the Voice of the Lord in time, we (hall be prepared
